WASHINGTON, May 22 (AP) 


— House investigators raised 
‘questions yesterday as _ to 
whether television station 
operators’ financial interests 


got too much consideration and 
the public interest too little in 
a series of permits for TV 
license transfers. 

Staff studies on transfers of 
Channel 12 at Wilmington, 
Del., Channel 15 at Fort 


Wayne, Ind., and Channel 9 at | 


Minneapolis, were presented 
to a special House subcom- 
mittee in its inquiry into 
operations of the Federal Com- 


_munications Commission. 


Chairman Oren Harris 
(Dem.), Arkansas, said they 
pointed up some very import- 
ant questions for the group to 
consider. : 

The Wilmington proceedings 
involved the shift of a trans- 
mitter site to a location in New 
Jersey about 26 miles from the 
center of Wilmington and 20 
miles from Philadelphia. : 

The staff report asked wheth- 


er the move, coupled with other 
changes in the operation of 
the station, made it in effect 
another Philadelphia _ station, 
and if so, did the FCC dis- 
regard the public interest in 


approving the change? 

Question of Profit Motive. 

It asked also: “Did Congress 
intend that the profit motive 
and the profit motive alone 
should rule as prime consider- 
ation in any decision of what 
type and degree of service a 
station shall render to the 
community to which it is al- 
located and owes first duty?” 

In the Indiana case, the staff 
report said the commission 
approved without hearing the 
sale of a station purchased only 
two months before, which net- 
ted a substantial profit to the 
transferor 

It said after holding a tempo- 
rary permit for operation of 
WINT-TV for two months, Uni- 
versal Broadcasting Co. then 
sold the station to the Indiana 
Broadcasting Corp. in a $10,- 
000,000 package deal involving 
other stations. 

“Universal's broadcasting ac- 
quisition and sale of WINT 
within a few months raises a 
serious question as to its good 
faith with respect to the pub- 
lic interest,” said the staff 
report prepared by Robert Mc- 
Mahon, reserach assistant. 

‘Vertical Integration.’ 

‘ The study on the Minne- 
apolis case said, “the KMGM 
case serves as an example of 
what has been called an in- 
creasing tendency toward ver- 
tical) integration in the com- 
munications industry and its 
component distributors, pro- 
ducers and exhibitors of pro- 
grams.” 

The FCC, in November 1957. 
approved transfer of the Min- 
neapolis station to National 
Telefilm Associates. It said 
the transferee owned and oper- 


ated a nation-wide organization 


which produced, distributed 
and: exhibited television film | 
and other forms of program 
material. 

The report commented that 
National Telefilm was one of 
five television film distributors 
named defendants in a pending 
anti-trust action. 

It said: “While it is not sug- 
gested that the filing of an 
antitrust action against an ap- 
plicant implies guilt, it is sug- 


gested that the FCC should, at 
least, hold in abeyance the giv- 
ing of a valuable franchise to 
such an applicant until his in- 
nocence is established.”

‘cation and pollution control be | 
softened. 


Handley Disappointed. 


- -Handley said he was much | 
disappointed and that the con- | 
ference should have gone along 
all the way with its committee. 

“After one year's considera- 
tion and study of this joint 
commission,” he said, “all we 
have accomplished has been a 
watered-down resolution, now 
a statement, that is entirely 
meaningless. Now once again, 
we are in the mere area of talk 
rather than action.” 

Elsewhere the Governors had 
a wide assortment of ideas on 
what to do about national prob- 
lems but they could agree only 
on one vehement united pro- 
test against Administration 
plans for a 10 per cent cut in 
their National Guard units.

WASHINGTON, May 22 (AP) 
—Kurt Stehling, top propul- 
| Sion expert on the Navy Van-

Stehding also told the group 
to watch for another Vanguard 
satellite launching attempt “in 
the not too distant future.” He 
declined to pinpoint the date 
of the launching of a 20-pound 
satellite. 

The Navy has announced that 
this will be the first official 
satellite launching vehicle of 
the Vanguard series. Previous 
Navy launchings have been of 
test vehicles with experimental 
satellites aboard some of them.

WASHINGTON, May 22 (AP) 
~— The Senate Foreign Rela-

Washington Missile Re-entry Problem 
Not So Tough as Pictured’ 


Control of Weapon So That Friction 
Hits Ceramic-Coated Area Is Pres- 
ently Favored Method.

HE PROBLEM OF RE-ENTRY into the atmosphere of a 
missile warhead is not so hard as it has been made out to 
be, Dr. Herbert York, Advanced Research Projects Agency 


scientist, told the House Appropriations Committee April 23. 


The burnup, he said, takes 
place at a very low altitude, 
from 10 to 20 miles up, de- 
pending upon how the warhead 


is made. In the process of 
passing from space into the 
atmosphere a warhead is 


slowed down by friction from 
a speed of about 9000 miles an 
hour to around 500. 

This heating up by friction 
takes place very quickly. The 
presently favored method of 
keeping the cone from disinte- 
grating is to give it a heavy 
coating of ceramic or other 
heat-resistant and non-conduct- 
ing material. As it re-enters 
the atmosphere it must be con- 
trolled so that the friction will 
be met by the non-conductor 
coating and not the entire mis- 
sile surface 

The Jupiter intermediate 
range ballistic missile nose 
cone recovered Sunday after a 
flight of 1600 miles proved 
both the feasibility of nose- 
cone re-entry without disinte- 
gration and the possibility of 
recovering an object returning 
from space 
Believed to Be First Recovery. 

So far as is known, this is 
the first recovery of a full- 
scale nose cone by the nation 
No announcement of such a 
feat has been made by the So- 
viet Union. 

The Army recovered a half- 
scale test cone fired by a 
Jupiter C rocket last August. 
This cone was shown on tele- 


vision by President  Eisen- 
hower. Technicians who pre- 
pared the cone for display, 
were afraid that the television 
picture might enable a scien- 
tist to discover the composition 
of the outer ‘coating, sprayed

3000-Pound Nose Cone. 
The cone recovered Sunday 
weighed 3000 pounds. The first 
Step in the recovery procedure 
was to explode out a parachute 
so fast that the heat of the 
cone did not damage it. This 
was done at a preset altitude 
by an explosive device that 
operated when a certain gravi- 
tational force was sensed 


The nylon parachute slows 
down the warhead's descent 
so that it is dropping at a 
modest rate by the time it 
reaches the earth. Above the 


parachute is the balloon. This 
is inflated automatically from 
two oxygen bottles. When the 
parachute hits the water, it 
further slows the rate of de- 
scent of the nose cone 


When the balloon hits the 
water, it ejects two pieces of 
solid dye material, one ag a 
shark repellant, the other to 
help an airplane to locate the 
missile. 

At the same time it tosses 
out two mines. These sink to 
more than 4000 feet under wa- 
ter where they explode auto- 
matically. At this depth sta- 
tions on shore can detect the 
explosion and by triangulation 
locate the position of the war- 
head. 

Radio Signals, Flashing Lights. 

On top of the balloon is a 
small radio—SARAH. SARAH, 
meaning seareh and rescue and 
homing, was invented in Great 
Britain as a device to locate 
downed aviators at sea. SARAH 
immediately starts broadcast- 
ing code signals 

The balloon also sets up a 
flashing light that can be seen 
for miles. When the cone Is 
located, Navy frogmen are sent 
down to attach cables to it

Building More Inflation 
To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch: 

In your Sunday editorial, “Time 
to Rout the Recession,” you rec- 
ommend again what I would call 
the easy way. It means: still more 
unbalanced budget, still higher 
Governmental debts, increased 
money supply and continued in- 
flation. 

In the recession of 1953 the 
Government did just that. The 
Government cut taxes and in- 
creased spending and the Federal 
Reserve System lowered the re- 
serve requirements of the member 
banks and the discount rate.- So 
the business decline stopped. 

But in the next two years con- 
sumer prices and the cost of living 
rose 6 per cent, reducing the pur- 
chasing power of the dollar to 
less than 95 cents, whereas the 
gross national product went up 
from 390 billion to 440 billion. 

By 1956 the consumer market 
was unable to catch up with the 
expanded industrial capacity, or- 
ders for capital goods, had to be 
halted, inventories had to go 
down, récession started again. 

Somebody wrote lately we will 
have boom with inflation because 
the great majority will like it. But 
if everybody knew what is going 
on, I think nobody would like it. 

There is the budget deficit that 
can be financed only by borrow- 
ing:. The public should know that 
the Government's debt instru- 
ments continuously have been 
used to create money by convert- 
ing them into Federal Reserve 
notes or bank deposits. By this 
additional money. supply all hold- 
ers of saving accounts, bonds or 
any other assets in fixed dollar 
value lost in the last 15 years over 
500 billion in purchasing power, 
and subsidized in the same 
amount investors and taxpayers. 
Would the public if they knew 
that still like it? 

The danger is that again, as 
happened after 1953, the increased 
money supply created not by pro- 
duction but by the excess of Gov- 
ernment spending over taxes will 
tend to go the wrong way and so 
originate just another recession.

Pentagon Bows to a Lobby 


Charging from behind its strong political 
entrenchments, a powerful military lobby has 
defeated the Pentagon top command in a one- 
sided battle at the Governors’ Conference in 
Miami. High officers of the lobby, made up 
of the National Guard and Reserve Officers 
Associations, heard Gen. Maxwell Taylor, 
Army Chief of Staff, and Secretary of De- 
fense Neil McElroy surrender on their plan 
to cut the number of civilian reserve compo- 
nent divisions. 


This same lobby last March induced the 
House Armed Services Committee, headed by 
the influential Representative Vinson, to de- 
mand that the Pentagon drop plans for a 10 
per cent personnel cut in the reserves. The 
Pentagon argument was that the regular 
forces were being cut and that some of this 
cut should apply to the reserves as well. 
There was persuasion in the reasoning that 
new weapons systems require less manpower 
but better trained men and swifter mobility. 


Gen. Taylor, announcing the reversal of the 
Pentagon program, frankly conceded that it 
resulted from the “large number of comments 
and suggestions” offered by members of the 
reserve forces and the governors. As Gen. 
Taylor said, the logic of the Joint Chiefs’ war 
plans would call for going ahead with the 10- 
division cut and strengthening the remaining 
21 Guard and six Reserve divisions along the 
same pentomic lines as the regular Army. 
The pressure of a lobby defeated this logic. 


Gov. James Folsom of Alabama typified the 
lobby when he thundered, “I want to an- 
nounce to Mr. McElroy and Gen. Taylor that 
the colonial militia, now the National Guard, 
was here first. And we are going to stay 
here.” In all honesty, he should have added, 
“at federal expense.” 


It is just such adherence to obsolete tradi- 
tion and the trappings of office that has 
prevented the country from having a more 
efficient reserve system. That is what pre- 
vented the carrying out of the provisions of 
the Gray Report of 1948, which called for 
merger of Guard and Reserve and formation 
of a state militia for public disorder, disaster 
and gubernatorial, parades. Guard proponents 
seem to have forgotten that this is the day 
of intercontinental missiles, nuclear bombs 
and electronics, when reserve components, if 
they are worth. supporting, should all be 
ready for duty in a matter of hours instead of 
months. Only the air units now have that 
readiness potential. 

Gen. Taylor pointed out that the Guard and 
Reserve will have to spread personnel, money 
and equipment over a larger number. of divi- 
sions than had been planned. But here again 
the lobby’s political batteries delivered a bar- 
rage that boxed in the Pentagon. A message 
was read from Representative Vinson which 
said that he had assurances the House Appro- 
priations Committee would vote any additional 
funds needed to prevent any personnel cuts 
in the original 37 divisions. 

Secretary McElroy, at this point, again 
proved his common sense, honesty and ability 
by refusing to give in when pressed to go 
along with the House Appropriations Commit- 
tee. His reply was that if Congress increased 
the funds, President Eisenhower would have 
to “reconsider the action in the context of the 
whole defense picture.” 

Can it be that state pride, political prefer- 
ence and home-town votes are to determine 
our defense picture instead of what is best 
for security, efficiency and economy? Secre- 
tary McElroy’s answer must be NO. 


Better Schools for the County 


Educational opportunities in St. Louis coun- 
ty need to be equalized. One of the most 
promising methods of doing so is discussed in 
today’s Mirror of Public Opinion. The unique 
virtue of this method is that it can be put in 
effect by a vote of the people concerned, pro- 
vided the County Board of Education is will- 
ing to propose the question. No statutory or 
other legal changes are necessary. 

County residents who are interested in ways 
of improving their schools would do well to 
follow the debate in the County Board on this 
plan. The next meeting is next Tuesday at 8 
p.m. at the County Superintendent’s office, 
115 North Meramec avenue in Clayton. 


The Faubus Accolade 


For most practitioners of politics consider- 
ing the possible object of their affections in 
1960, the present is the coy season. Not so 
Gov. Orval Faubus of Arkansas. At the Gov- 
ernors’ Conference in Mianji Beach he was 
willing to say whom he is for, and three he 
is for. They afte Gov. Meyner of New Jersey, 
Senator Lyndon Johnson of Texas and Sena- 
tor Symington of Missouri. 

Candidates for office are not often publicly 
asked whom they would like to have for 
them. It is rather the other way around. 
But if Gov. Meyner and Senator Symington 
—and perhaps even Senator Johnson as well 
—had been asKed that question, we wager 
Gov. Faubus would have been one of the last 
to spring to mind. 

For the Arkansas Governor is, so far as 
the national political scene is concerned, hot. 
His waving of the bloody shirt over the 
schools of Little Rock is still a too recent 
picture in the public mind—and a too un- 
favorable picture in most of it. If he is 
thinking of indorsing any further deserving 
Democrats for the presidential nomination 
two years hence, no doubt they would be 
grateful if he waited till he had cooled off 
a little, which isn't likely to occur anything 
near as early as 1960. 


First Govern the Army 


Even in coping with insurrection, a call to 
reason may make more sense than a call to 
arms. But let us hope there are no overtones 
of capitulation in Premier Pflimlin’s approach 
to Gen. Salan in Algeria. To put Salan in 
charge, officially, in North Africa is a bid for 
dubious loyalty. Salan’s only response has 
been praise for De Gaulle. 

It is a question whether defiant soldiers 
can be won back to their duty by renewing 
the flow of supplies to Algeria. The promise 
of even more money—which France cannot 
afford—for the North African war would be 
an odd exercise of emergency powers. 

Unfortunately Pflimlin has long been a 
member of the coterie of politicians which 
has brought on crisis after crisis. Parlia- 
ment’'s grant of powers to him raised the hope 
that these men were rising above their rec- 
ord. But many of the politicians may be only 
trying to protect the positions they would lose 
under a new regime. ’ 

Hope should not be abandoned. A new chief 


of staff has gone to Algeria. He may work 


out a reconciliation. But it will be worth little 
if obtained only by granting most of the rebel 
demands. The government must not show 
itself strong in words and weak in. fact. It 
cannot govern France if it cannot govern the 
Army. 


4 Cents Now, 7 Cents Later 


The Aldermen must make their first major 
tax decision not later than next Monday or 
it will be made for them. If they fail to fix 
the basic property levy for general municipal 
purposes “on or before” that date, then under 
the City Charter the present 96-cent rate will 
remain in effect. The Aldermen are empow- 
ered to levy up to $1 if they see fit. 


In our judgment the Aldermen ought to 
act without delay to fix the $1 rate. The 4 
cent increase that this would involve certain- 
ly represents no undue hardship on property 
owners generally—and it would produce about 
$560.000, or better than a twelfth of the 
$6,000,000 that the Aldermen will have to 
scrape up if municipal services are not to 
be cut. 


If the Aldermen do nothing, they will be 
throwing away a half million dollars which 
will have to be made up from some less equi- 
table source. 


An additional 7 cents in the property tax 
also is available. to the Aldermen, but there 
is no requirement that this be levied by Mon- 
day. This would include 4 cents to be ear- 
marked for hospitals, 2 cents for health and 
1 cent for recreation. Figuring each cent to 
produce $140,000, the yield in these categories 
would run to $980,000. The overall rise of 11 
cents in the property tax would provide about 
25 per cent of the city’s needs. , 


Property is the traditional support of local 
government. For the Aldermen not to exhaust 
their capacity to levy on it will hurt the city 
next January when it asks the Legislature for 
an enabling bill on the earnings tax. Many St. 
Louis county residents who pay the earnings 
tax feel the city should levy the limit on 
property before they are asked to pay more. 

The property tax moreover bears at least 
some relationship to ability to pay. This can- 
not be said for other revenue proposals that 
are before the Aldermen. And since this levy 
now is a surprisingly lighter burden per cap- 
ita than in most other large cities, there is 
no reason in equity that should prevent the 
Aldermen from going all the way while there 
is time. 


Boost to Alaska’s Statehood Hope 


Prospects for passage of the bill to admit 
the Territory of Alaska to the Union are now 
the brightest in a long time. Responding to 
the Democratic leadership, headed by Speaker 
Rayburn, the House has voted by the gener- 
ous margin of 217 to 172 to take up the bill 
which has been gathering dust in the Rules 
Committee since this time last year. This is 
an outright rebuff to the Rules chairman, 
Representative Howard W. Smith of Virginia, 
who has set himself up as a one-man road- 
block to admission of Alaska. The lineup 
within the two parties is worth noting. Demo- 
crats favored action 133 to 72, Republicans 
came out 100 to 84 against taking it up. Why 
should a majority of the Republicans want to 
keep the bill in pigeonhole when the Demo- 
crats were willing to vote for it nearly 2 to 1? 


Recognizing a Mirage 

More testimony that federal loans for the 
extension of state unemployment payments 
are a mirage, rather than a genuine anti- 
recession measure, comes from the Gover- 
nors’ Conference. Gov. Blair explained that 
such loans are “impractical” for Missouri, and 
other Governors indicated that their states, 
too, could not or would not borrow money in 
this way. 

Gov. Blair said that, under the Missouri 
constitution, he has no authority to accept the 
proposed loans. He also argued that to do so 
would be unfair. As in other states, Missouri's 
unemployment compensation system is set up 
on insurance principles. Employes receive 
benefits according to stipulated terms; and 
employers’ contributions: are reduced if they 
maintain good employment records. 

An extension of benefits, not to mention 
payments to those not covered by the system, 
would involve a radical change in the terms 
of the insurance contract. It would threaten 
exhaustion of the $220,000,000 reserve fund, 
and it probably would mean an increase in 
the payroll tax from 3 to 4.5 per cent. Even 
if the constitutional point is disregarded, noth- 
ing could be done until the Legislature again 
is in session. 

Optimistic as the Governor is about Mis- 
souri’s economic prospects, the unemployed 
do need help—and they need it now, rather 
than next year. The quickest, the least com- 
plicated way of providing aid would be for 
Congress to enact a compromise bill which 
protects persons ngw within the unemploy- 
ment compensation system from exhaustion 
of benefits, but provides for exclusively fed- 
eral financing. 

Workers who have exhausted their unem- 
ployment benefits are the victims of a na- 
tional, not a local recession. It is appropriate 
that the nation should see to it that their 
benefits continue. 


Bright Plaza Prospect 


It now seems that sidewalk superintendents 
can line up on the west side of Fifteenth 
street, between Pine and Chestnut, before 
St. Louis stops complaining about 1958 heat 
waves. This is the site of the first of the 
Plaza apartments. Preliminary construction 
of sewers and the like may begin as early as 
June 9, and at least a start on the founda- 
tions of the 13-story building is expected this 
summer. 


This work became a possibility with the 
announcement that FHA insurance formalities 
probably will be completed Monday. Then a 
long-term mortgage will be sought from the 
Federal National Mortgage Association. No 
difficulties in this connection are anticipated. 
St. Louis banks have agreed to put up con- 
struction money and then transfer the obliga- 
tion to the federal agency. 


The weeds and the rubble west of Memorial 
Plaza will fade from St. Louis memories quick- 
ly enough once the first bulldozer appears. 
The imagination of the sidewalk superintend- 
ents will raise buildings much quicker than 
the construction crews. The superintendents 
will enjoy the city’s “new look” before it is a 
reality. And the rest of us will be uncrossing 
our fingers with the assurance that it is to 
be a reality.

Add to this the approximately $90 
per pupil from state and county 
sources and there would be avail- 
able for each child about $360. 


Reorganization therefore not only 
would equalize—it also would bring 
the level of the majority of the 
schools up to a better than average 
system. 

True, several districts will be re- 
duced in the amount of money they 
now are spending per pupil. But as 
in all things there is a law of dimin- 
ishing returns in the amount spent 
for education—that is, after a cer- 
tain level of expenditure, more mon- 
ey thrown into the schools does not 
necessarily produce better education. 

Furthermore, several of the dis- 
tricts now must spend more money 
to offer a complete program of-in- 
struction because they are so small 
that they cannot economically offer 
a complete program.

The attractiveness of suburban 
teaching, together with good salarv 
schedules, would insure the pres- 
ence of good teachers in all county 
schools. And teachers’ talents could 
be used more effectively—and where 
they are most needed. 

Special Education: The present 
inability of county school districts 
to set up adequate programs of vo- 
cational education would be elim- 
inated by the formatiagn of large dis- 
tricts. The new districts would be 
large enough to justify and wealthy 
enough to afford complete programs

Buildings: In all the proposed dis- 
tricts ‘with the possible exception of 
the extreme north district) there 
would be more than adequate bond- 
ing capacity to take care of antic- 
ipated building needs. 

Attendance: Although present 


transportation facilities make schools 
easily accessible to most students, an 
even better 


system of attendance 
areas could be drawn up. The estab- 
lishment of fewer but larger high 


schools would afford better facilities 


to high school students and would 
provide schools for elementary chil- 
dren nearer their homes. 


Supervision: Very few schools in 
the county now have any adequate 
system of supervision for their teach- 
ers. No area-wide services, except 
in the audio-visual area, are avail- 
able to teachers. Large districts 
could set up programs of supervi- 
sion. Curriculum studies could be 
launched. Area-wide programs ot 
instruction could be launched. 

Practicality and Practicability: Re- 
organization into several large dis- 
tricts is a much more practical! ap- 
proach to the problems of the coun- 
ty’s schools than any piecemeal re- 
organization for several reasons 

l. A proposal for a large district 
should have a better chance to carr 
than smaller proposals. More peeple 
would benefit from the large re- 
Organization. 

2. The location of industrial and 
commercial wealth in the counts 
makes reorganization into large dis- 
tricts necessary if any sort of equal- 
ization is to be accomplished. 

3. Large districts can most eco- 
nomically offer complete programs 
of education. 

_ 4. The concentration of population 
in the suburban area makes large 
districts feasible as well as desirable.

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Strawberries, Aspara- 
gus Among Can- 
didates for Home 
Freezer.

IF YOU OWN a home freezer, 
you will be wise to do your 
marketing this week with an 
eye to the future as well as to 
the present. Several items are 
now at the peak of quality and 
are being offered at prices 
which make them well worth 
freezing for future use; otHers 
will be coming along from week 
to week. 

Before you go all-out on a 
freezing program, however, you 
will do well to pause and con- 
sider. Consider what is in your 
freezer now; consider whether 
you froze too much of one item 
and not enough of another last 
year. It takes an over-all plan 
to use a freezer to best advan- 
tage, and this is a problem 
which each homemaker will 
need to work out her herself 
depending upon family pref- 
erences and the amount of en- 
tertaining she does. 

If you haven‘t already done 
so, don’t delay putting some 
rhubarb and asparagus into 
your freezer. Quality is excel- 
lent and prices attractive on 
rhubarb; as for asparagus, the 
Monday food section featured it 
this week so you can see we 
truly feel it,is worthy of the 
spotlight. 

This also is a fine time to 
freeze spinach. As the weather 

comes warmer homegrown 
vegetables will lose the tender- 
ness which is so typical of 
easly-season produce, so do 
plan to capture this perfection 
of flavor. 

And please, please don’t 
fail to freeze some of the 
luscious red strawberries now 
in market. Most of these are 


of the Blakemore variety, 
ee freezes exceptionally 
well. - 


The Bootheel area of Mis- 
séuvi is new sending straw- 
berries into the St Louis 
market, along with other pro- 
dueing areas in the state. 
Berries are pouring in from 
Tennessee and Arkansas. 

Supplies will vary from day 
to day, depending entirely upon 
the weather. At the time of 
this writing they are very 
abundant but a hard rain could 
change the picture almost over- 
night, so the best advice we 
can give you is to get ready, 
get set, and GO when you find 
some which look good to you 
and are reasonably priced.

YOU CERTAINLY can take 
your ‘~~ of varieties of po- 
tatoes. New potatoes are com- 
ing in from Texas, Alabama 
and Florida; there are nothern 
red potatoes, baking ruSsets 
from Idaho, reds and long 
whites from California. Defi- 
nitely, potatoes are in the 
“good buy” category now. 

Corn is another item you 
might consider for the freezer. 
Quality is high, prices are rea- 
sonable—what more could one 
ask? 

There’s good news this week 
about tomatoes. Quality is im- 
proving and prices are working 
downward — and a welcome 
change it is, after writing so 
many columns reporting high 
prices and questionable condi- 
tion on tomatoes. 

Avocados are still being of- 
fered at attractive prices, but 
pineapples are not as plentiful 
as they were last week. 

Rated as “good buys” (in ad- 
dition to the items recom- 
mended above for freezing) are 
carrots, onions—including some 
quite nice green onions—cab- 
bage, greens and homegrown 
radishes. as 

Iceberg is an excellent buy; 
in fact, one of the best. Prices 
are low on leaf lettuce; home- 
grown romaine is good and not 
too expensive. 

As you well know, good qual- 
ity, large size green peppers 
have been quite expensive; now 
we are happy to report that 
they are a bit cheaper. 

In the “moderate” price 
category are beets, broccoli, 
beans, cucumbers and squash. 

Definitely high are cauli- 
flower, okra, celery and peas. 

In general, citrus fruits 
are expensive. This includes 
oranges, grapefruit and large 
Florida limes (the small ones 
from Mexico cost less money); 
lemons are thoderate in price. 

Cantaloupes and honeydew 
melons from Mexico are large 
in size, high in price. 

Have a yen for peaches? 
They are here from California 
—very fancy fruit, at fancy 
prices, we might add. Another 
offering from California: the 
first sweet cherries.

CHICKENS still win, hands 
down as the best buy at the 
meat counter. Beef and pork 
have not come down any in 
price; lamb is available but far 
from cheap; good quality veal 
is scarce for this time of year. 

New in St. Louis Markets: 
The carriage set benefits by 
recent arrivals on the local 
scene. One baby foods manu- 
facturer is introducing five va- 
rieties of “dinners” in which 
substantial quantities of meat 
are combined with vegetables 
and cereal.

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IT’S THAT TIME of year again—time to get out the bar- 
becue equipment and enjoy the fun of cooking and eating out- 
of-doors. There’s nothing quite like that combination of fresh 
spring air, the wonderful aroma of foods cooked over an open 


fire, an good companionship. 


has his own special method; there are many ways of cooking 
foods to perfection just as there are all sorts of barbecue 


equipment. 


One convenient method of 
out-of-door cooking is the use 
of sturdy, heavy-duty alumi- 
num foil. This wrap-in-foil 
way of preparing foods also has 
enlarged the fireside menu. 
Crispy hot French bread, with 
melted garlic butter and se- 
same seed, heated in foil over 
the coals or cheese-stuffed po- 
tatoes baked in a foil shell are 
culinary experiences not soon 
to be forgotten. There is an 
added bonus, too: the foil- 
wrapped foods can be frozen or 
refrigerated until serving time, 
then easily carried in their 
wrappings to beach or picnic 
site. 

If you’ve ever watched a pat 
of butter merrily skid off an 
ear of hot corn, you will appre- 
ciate corn that is placed be- 
fore guests buttered and salted, 
ready for eating and kept pip- 
ing hot until it is served. The 
fact that the corn can be served 
without additional plates or 
knives is important when serv- 
ing a crowd. A dampened pa- 
per towel will keep the kernels 
juicy and moist, and steam the 
corn during cooking.

Packaged Meals. 


Few men enjoy struggling 
with a carving knife or serving 
dish out-of-doors, so you might 
try serving them a “packaged 
dinner,” a combination of meat 
or poultry and vegetables neat- 
ly wrapped in individual pack- 
ets of aluminum foil and kept 
in refrigerator or picnic ice 
chest until barbecue time. The 
foods are grilled in the foil and 
served in the same packets 
(with no pot-washing to worry 
about). 


To prepare packets for the 
grill, use double-thickness of 
aluminum foil. Put a double 
fold on the packets at the 
opening and edges so no juices 
will escape. If the packet does 
not include potatoes, you might 
bake some in foil in the coals 
while the main dish is cooking.

Frozen food, wrapped in foil, will cook 
without need of pans on an electric range, 


TIRED OF WASHING pots and pans? Here 
is a way to cut down on the chore. Provided 
that you have a range which gives controlled- 
heat surface cookery, you can virtually elim- 
inate the need for utensils te prepare frozen 
vegetables. 


Using heavy-duty aluminum foil in the 12- 
inch width, it is possible te prepare frozen vege- 
tables directly on top of the range burner thus 
by-passing hot, sticky cooking utensils. Original 
flavor and color, which may be cooked out and 
poured off in conventional cooking, are pre- 
served by the new method. 


Key to successful application of the idea is 
uniform, unvarying cooking temperature. For 
thi$ reason the procedure is workable only on 


an electric range or on a gas “Burner-with-a- 
Brain.” 

With this method frozen vegetables are not 
permitted to thaw or separate. Instead, they 
are wrapped in the heavy-duty foil just as they 
come from their box in “chunk” or block form. 

One tablespoon of water and one tablespoon 
of butter or margarine are added. The sides of 
the foil are then sealed with tight double folds, 
with the foil pressed close to the vegetable. The 
resulting package is placed directly on the sur- 


face burner unit. 


Cooking time is 10 minutes longer than that 
specified on the vegetable package. For gas 
burners, 150 degrees Fahrenheit is the cooking 
temperature. For electric ranges, the “medium” 
heat setting is used. 


One-half teaspoon dry mus-

Pour two tablespoons barbe- 
cue sauce over top of ribs. 
Bring two edges of foil to- 
gether over ribs. Make double 
fold at closing and at both 
ends. Place packages on grill 
over medium coals. Grill about 
45 to 50 minutes. 

Yield: Four servings. 
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A hot bread or rolls with 
crispy crust, subtly herb-fla- 
vored, are a delightful addi- 
tion to an out-of-door meal. 
The bread can be prepared the 
night before the picnic or bar- 
becue.

Plane Collision Menace Result 


Of Local, Uncontrolled F lights, 


WASHINGTON, May 22, 
(UP)—If commercial airliners 
were the only planes*using air 


space, the collision menace 
would be comparatively small. 

The 1800 civil transports are 
guarded by strict traffic rules 
and intricate electronic naviga- 
tion devices that move them 
safely over 100,000 miles of 
established airways. 

Most military planes and 
many private aircraft use this 


elaborate system as wel] as the 


commercial carriers. 

The collision menace arises 
from “local flights’ such as a 
brief jet training flight or a 
private plane taking off on a 
pleasure hop. Such flights take 
place without the traffic con- 
trol system being aware of 
them. Occasionally they wander 
into the designated 10-mile 
wide airways and create a col- 
lision danger to aircraft un- 
aware of their presence. 


Traffic Control 
basically simple: 
East and northbound air- | 
liners fly the airways at odd- 
numbered altitudes such as 
3000 feet, 9000 feet, etc. 
South and westbound planes 
use even-numbered altitudes, 
4000 feet, 10,000 feet, ete.

city of the mines involved.” 

_ Seaton announced the pro- 
/posal last month in testimony 
to the Senate Interior Com- 
mittee. He said the cost for 
the first year of a proposed 
five-year program was estimat- 
ed to be $161,090.000, with re- 
ductions expected in the en- 
suing four years.

Wool-Like Qualities 


Result of New Chemical Process

WASHINGTON, May 22 — 
Basic research on the chemis- 
try of proteins has led to the 
discovery of how to give cotton 
wooal-like qualities and produce 
gelatin that could be useful as 


blood plasma or photographic | 


films. 
The discovery was disclosed | 
yesterday by Dr. Reinhold 


Benesch, who has been doing | 


research on the sulfur chemis- 
try of proteins at the Marine 
Biological Laboratory at Woods 
Hole, Mass. His research has 
been sponsored by the Na- 
tional Science Foundation, the 
American Heart Association 
and the United States Public 
Health Service. 

The research led to the dis- 
covery of a method for intro- 
ducing sulfur into proteins, 
thus changing the chemical 
properties and characteristics 
of the proteins. From this 
method, he said, may tome 
nmrany and varied practical ap- 
plications, from heat-resistant 
photographic film to a possible 
new way of giving permanent 
hair waves. 

The sulfur is introduced into 
the proteins through the use 
of an amino acide derivative 
called N-acetyl - homocysteine 
thiolactone. It was found that 
“introduction of the sulpur 
could be speeded up and con- 
trolled by using silver as a 
catalyst, with the silver later 
removed by everyday silver 
‘cleaner. The process can be 
used on any protein containing 
amino acid groups.

Gelatins are 
proteins that normally contain 
no sulfur. 


The non-melting ,gelatin, he 
said, has obvious applications 
for development of. heat-resis- 
tant photographic film, while 
the liquid gelatin may have po- 
tentialities as a substitute for 
blood plasma. 


Another advantage, he said, 


was that chemically reactive 
sulfhydryl groups can act as 
“hooks” on which to hang

Elmer Davis, Voice 


NEW YORK, May 22. 

SOME YEARS AGO, we gave Elmer Davis a Peabody 
award for his dry, terse, superbly sensible newscasts. The 
award luncheon was opened by a a pretty scathing attack 
on broadcasting by Ted Weeks, editor of the Atlantic 
Monthly and an editor of 
Little, Brown & Co., the 
publishers, who, as I re- 
call, lit into the broad- 
casters for imitating suc- 
cessful radio shows, for 
their pursuit of profit 
and for their avoidance 
of experiment. 

Mr. Davis lumbered to 
his feet to accept his 
award and remarked, in 
those flat Hoosier tones 
that gave his every utter- 
ance such naked author- 
ity: “The broadcasters 
have just been accused of 
imitating the successful, 
of pursuing a buck, of 
being afraid to try any- 
thing new. Of course, all

Mr. Weeks and the rest of us on the Peabody award com- 

mittee in our places, but it put the sins of the broadcasters 
into proper human perspective. 

Putting things into proper perspective was the spe- 
cial quality of genius that Elmer Davis brought to his 
profession, which was journalism. If you get just one 
master of common sense in a century, you are lucky. It 
was Voltaire, not Elmer Davis who said: “I disapprove of 
what you say, but I will defend to the death your right 
to say it.” But Davis might very well have said it. 


The two men—Voltaire and Davis—were very 
similar; they both got straight to the heart of the 
matter; they said it in few words; their utterances 
were a mixture of candor and courage which in 
any society quite properly passes as wit; they were 
both men of such towering integrity that they 
spoke the truth aloud when others were reduced 
to whispers and no one dared lay a finger on 
them because they were the men they were. 


In 1954, E. B. Wnite, another of those rare strong 
clear speakers of truth, said of Davis: “He is over 60 and 
his doctor wants him to taper off. Even a tapered-off Davis 
is worth 10 of most men. He has spent his life tending 
the twin fires of liberty and justice in the drafty rooms of 
politics; this book (‘But We Were Born Free’) is his testa- 
ment—a short, resounding book, dogging the steps of the 
fear-mongers, praising that rare felicity, the right to think 
what one pleases and to say what one thinks.” 


THE BOOK CAME OUT right at the height of the 
clamor Senator McCarthy was stirring up, and when 
people defended McCarthy for bringing the evils of Com- 
munism to the attention of the people, Davis wrote: “This 
amounts to saying that nothing brings the danger of fire 
more to the attention of the public than turning in false 
alarms all over town.’ 


Davis was no more afraid of McCarthy than 
he was afraid of witches. I doubt that Davis would 
ever have said, “We have nothing to fear but fear 
itself,” because he was sane enough to realise there 
were some things you ought to be afraid of. He 
spent his life telling people, for God’s sake, be 
afraid of the real things, not of imaginary terrors, 
and pointing out which was which. 


In the early days of World War II, his newscasts were 
largely a catalogue of catastrophe for the forces of democ- 
racy. Conscientious journalist that he was, Davis reported 
these disasters fully and unflinchingly. Still I came away 
from his nightly newscasts reassured and hopeful because 
those drawling Indiana tones and that stringent Indiana 
common sense put even disaster into its proper focus. It's 
a rare quality indeed that can report the blackest news and 
yet leave the audience reassured and hopeful and just a 
little wiser. Davis did it night after night. 


THE VOICE has been muffled since the war and stilled 
entirely the last few years. Actually, a whole generation 
has come of age that knew Davis only by reputatiOn and 
perhaps not even by that. There is, God knows, no one 
remotely comparable to him on the scene now and per- 


haps his time has passed. He was of an age of mighty 
alarms and his voice kept the multitude calm. Today the 
multitude is entirely too calm and the next great voice in 


broadcasting could well be one that ruffles the multitude 
and makes it mad, not the other way around, There aren't 
any of those voices around either

“DEAR ELINOR: Ever since last Christmas ... and 
every time a girl or a boy around here has a birthday... 
there’s been a big discussion among my friends in high 
school, our parents and now in one of our classes in school 
about the etiquette of gift-giving. lt started because some 
parents say it is improper for boys ‘and girls) to give ex- 
pensive, personal gifts and clothes. Now, however, it seems 
that teen-agers, parents and other adults have disregarded 
the rule almost entirely. What is proper?” 


ANSWER—Basic rules of etiquette change very little 
from decade to decade and generation to generation. 
Merely wanting to do something different doesn’t change 
them ... and the fact that “other people” do things dif- 
ferently now doesn’t mean it is right or in good taste, 
That's what etiquette is .. . a stabilizer to give us the pro- 
tection of conventions, consideration for others, good taste, 
and common sense (qualities that never go out of style). 


It is considered proper for a boy to give a girl 
a birthday and Christmas gift if they date fre- 
quently or “go steady” .. . if they're good friends, 
not just occasional dates. It is never proper for a 
girl to give a boy a gift unless he has already given 
her one. Then she may do so or not. 


When a girl and a boy exchange gifts, the presents 
should never be clothes, never costly and never personal. 


This is a matter of sound good taste, not just an “old- 
fashioned idea that is different nowadays.” 
THE ONLY EXCEPTIONS to the “no clothes” rule are 


smal) accessories such as scarfs. No jewelry except simple, 
inexpensive costume pieces such as a fake “pearl,” “gold” 
or silver necklace or bracelet (or set including both)... 
a gold-color chain and heart locket, etc. 

Other suitable gifts for girls include compacts, “Jew- 
“led” lipsticks, a book. a record, a purse comb and compact 
mm perfume, cologne, candy, Jlowers, 

Such things as sweaters are not good taste and should 
be avoided . . . also elaborate sets of jewelry, expensive 
evening bags, etc. Girls shouldn't accept clothes and expen- 
sive gifts from boys—and girls should not give them to 
boys. Returning a gift is an unpleasant, embarrassing task, 
so it’s better to avoid it by keeping boy-and-gir] gifts within 
moderate prices, good taste and good sense.

JUANITA HALL, better 
known as Bloody Mary, has 
sung “Bali Ha’i’’ so many times 
since “South Pacific” opened 
back in 1949 that she won't 
even try to estimate the num- 
ber.

“I might get a little tired of 
the song,” Juanita says, “if I 
didn’t stop and think of the 
days when there wasn't any 
‘Bali Ha’i.’ It’s a thing that 
happens once in a lifetime to 
an actress and I owe a lot to 
that song.” 

In person,, Juanita Hall 
doesn’t look much like Bloody 
Mary of “South Pacific.” She 
was wearing a smartly cut black 
dress set off with a strand of 
pearls and pearl earrings. Her 
voice is soft and pleasant; she 
is an interesting and intelli- 
gent conversationalist. 

In fact, she speaks ef Bloody 
Mary in .the third person. 
“Bloody Mary, when I see her 
on the screen, is someone I 
know, someone very real, but 
I never got the feeling it was 
me — it was somebody else. 
She’s far more wise than I had 
imagined, and you know, she’s 
not really a vulgar character. 
She’s earthy all right, and she’s 
real, but she’s not vulgar.” 


In ordinary — dress 
the only thing that looks orien- 
tal about Juanita Hall is her 
eyes. It turns out, however, 
that she’s not Tonkinese. 
Neither is she Polynesian or 
oriéntal.

“I was born in a little town 
in New Jersey called Keyport, 
right on the water, and my 
family were nice, good Christ- 
ian’ people.

THERE ARE SO MANY THINGS we'll remember 
about Russia which no amount of brainwashing can take 
away. We'll remember the Bolshoi Theater, the Kremlin 
Museum, the Pushkin Museum, the National Musgum, the 
Transport Museum, the 
Geographical Museum 
in Moscow and the Her- 
mitage and Anti-Religious 
Museums in Leningrad. 
As a matter of fact, we 
thought we had _ seen 
every museum in Russia. 
But Vladimir, our In- 
tourist guide, insisted 
we hadn’t fulfilled our 
quota. 

“Name a museum we 
haven't seen,” we chal- 
lenged him. . 

“You haven't seen 
Lenin's ‘Museum, the 
most glorious museum in 
the country.” 

To please Vladimir, 
who has put up with an 
awful lot during our stay, 
we went to the Lenin 
Museum, across from the 
Hotel Metropole. But the minute we entered, Vladimir 
realized he had made a mistake.

ART BUCHWALD 


The Lenin Museum is devoted to the revo- 
lution. Every once in a while an old Bolshevik 
is quietly removed from a photograph and the cast 
of characters keeps changing with every new re- 
gime. You have to look in some pretty dusty 
corners of the museum to find a picture or letter 
from Stalin. 
We immediately objected that there was no picture 

of Trotsky in the museum. 


“TROTSKY WAS A TRAITOR and was paid by tHe 
bourgeoisie,” Vladimir said. , 

“He was also instrumental in the revolution,” we 
retorted, not knowing exactly what we were talking about. 

Vladimir turned us over to a museum guide and left. 
The guide starting describing the museum, but pretty 
soon we got into an argument over Hungary. 

“You people had a revolution, and you built a mu- 
seum to it. Why didn’t you let the Hungarians have 
theirs?” we said. 

“That wasn’t a revolution,” 
“It was a counter-revolution.” 

“What is the difference between a revolution and a 
counter-revolution?” 

“A revolution,” he said, “is when the peasants and 
workers revolt against the landowners and the capitalists. 
A counter-revolution is when the landowners and capitalists 
revolt against the workers and peasants.” 

That was about as much of the Lenin Museum as we 
wanted to see. 

We found out there is horse racing in Moscow, but 
there is a shortage of jockeys. The reason, as it was 
explained to us by an evelator operator high in govern- 
ment circles, is that when a man is cut down to size 
in the Soviet Union, they don’t let him ride horses. 


the guide replied angrily. 


Drinking is one of Moscow's most serious 
problems (some say Russia’s) and the Soviet is now 
combating it by installing sobering-up stations 
where a drunk is taken and put through a 
sobering process of cold showers, tranquilizers 
and sickening remedies. He is also fined, according 
to how much abuse he gives the police. Under 
the Stalinist regime a drunk used to be slid 
down a coal chute into a tank and allowed to 
peacefully sleep off his binge. Now the cure is 
worse than the hangover, and many drunks think 
twice before taking a drink. They still drink, 
but they think twice about it. 


The Russians are not members of the copyright con- 
vention and can therefore print Western authors without 
paying royalties. “Krokodil,” the Russian humor maga- 
zine, reprinted two articles of ours without permission, 
and we asked if we could be paid for them. 


AN APPOINTMENT was arranged with the staff of 
“Krokodil.” They had never paid an American before, 
and it was just as new an experience for them as it was 
for us. They gave us 700 rubles ($70) for the articles, a 
history-making price, as well as gesture. 

One of the articles they had picked up was our ex- 
change with Mr. Hagerty, President Eisenhower's press 
secretary. 

After pocketing the money, we asked the editor 
what would happen if any one in Russia made fun of Mr. 
Khrushchev's press secretary. 

The editor replied: “Why would any one in Russia 
want to make fun of Mr. Khrushchev’'s press secretary?” 


One of the purposes of our trip te Mescow 
was to test Western merchandise to see if it would 
hold up under Soviet conditions. A Neiman Marcus 
picnic hamper weathered a storm, and a giant Brie 
cheese suppled by Fauchon, the Paris food store, 
made the distance without too much difficulty. 
(It started running just outside of Moscow and 
almost beat us into town.) The French cham- 
pagne made it without losing a bubble. The hard- 
est thing to test was French vodka. We couldn't 

- get any Russians to drink it. 


But our Russian friends did try the American vodka 
and said it was fine. Whether this was because they were 
trying to be diplomatic or because vodka has no taste, 
we'll never know. 

WE ALSO TESTED a boot cleaner in Moscow. We 
went to a public market and explained to the people 
through Carol Cutler, who acted as interpreter, that we 
manufactured these boot cleaners in the United States 
and if they liked it, we would license the Soviet Union 
to make them. 


A few of the people put their feet against the 
bristles and scraped on the iron bar above it. But they 
didn’t think the boot cleaner was for them. One man 


summed it up when he said: “We have old women who 
can do the same thing.” 

Before we knew it, is was time to leave Russia. We 
decided to fly out and let John, our chauffeur, drive the 
car back. There were many tearful goodbys at the air- 
port. Vladimir was crying, because he knew that, after our 
articles, the Intourist people would not give him anything 
to ride in but. Volkswagens_driven by women (punishment 
is severe in the Intournst system). John was crying be- 
cause he had to drive back alone. Peter Stone was crying 
because he had to pay overweight on his baggage. And we 
were crying because we were leaving a country (Russia) 
with such a strong government, to go to one (France) 
that had no government at all.

CARBONDALE, Ill., May 22. 


TWO MILES SOUTH of 
Carbondale, in a little white 
house on a hill overlooking 
U.S. Highway 51, is the larg- 
est private collection of history 
and legends pertaining to Lit- 
tle Egypt, or southern Illinois, 
in all America. 

The information is in neat 
metal files, accordion files, box 
files, wooden and cardboard 
files, in boxes and barrels and 
drums, on yellow scratch pads 
and the backs of envelopes. 
And there’s considerable amal- 
gam of southern Illinois his- 
tory stashed away in the 70- 
yéar-old crew-cut head of the 
man of the house—John W. 
Allen. 


Allen is a man who walks as 
though leaning into a March 
wind, talks as though it’s his 
mission in life to save from 
oblivion the history of south- 
ern Illinois, and writes with 
simplicity. 

He can be 
a book-piled 
Southern Illinois 
library among 
years younger, in the ‘heavy 
quiet of the state historical 
archives in Springfield, rum- 
maging in dark corners of 
county court houses, or labori- 
ously recording notes in his 
lamp-lit trailer. 

His interest in the famous 
and infamous who were born 
or so much as lived a fortnight 
in his beloved Illinois is in- 
tense. As a close friend once 
remarked, “If a man. flies 
across Illinois in a slow plane, 
he’s an lIllinoisan in John's 
book, so great is the man’s love 
of his native state.” 

An automobile trip through 
southern Illinois with John Al- 
len is a fantastic experience. 
With hat pushed back off his 
weathered forehead, he scans 
the passing landscape with 
keen eyes and verbally hurtles 
back through history. A clump 
of trees and a tangle of weeds 
on the side of the road become 
a cemetery with half-hidden 
headstones telling half-a-hun- 
dred life stories. A rise on the 
landscape becomes an authen- 
tic Indian mound, barges and 
riverboats blow for a landing 
on what are now but rivulets, 
pirates and highwaymen again 
ply their desperate trade, a tot- 
tering and decaying house 
again knows laughter and the 
happy sound of carriage wheels, 
ghosts glide and fleeing Ne- 
groes hide by day and travel 
the Underground Railroad by 
night, gangs of Red Men are 
prodded with rifles on the way 
to the Cherokee Strip, a sleepy 
river town again knows the 
glories of the coming of the 
gaudy river packets

“TO CONCEDE DEFEAT on 
an impossible-looking contract 
is often paying too high a 
compliment to the opposition. 
Before giving up hope, why not

might return a spade rather 
than risk leading a club from 
the king. The spade return 
would permit declarer to ruff 
in dummy and discard the los- 
ing club from the closed hand. 

But Baillieu reasoned cor- 
rectly that East must have the 
ace of clubs in order to have 
opened the bidding.

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Aspic Makes Dandy Summer Eating

WE'RE GETTING AROUND 
to the time of year when the 
Little Woman decides we 
should have something cool 
but nourishing, and Friend 
Husband comes home from 
work, his collar wilting, and 
peers with a slightly jaundiced 
eye at a plate of cold cuts— 
some slices. of tricky lunch 
meat, some bologna, 
braunschweiger. and a 
slivers of cheese. If these 
things are running true to 
form, this will repose on some 
tired lettuce leaves, and pret- 
tied up with some sprigs of 
parsley. There’s nothing makes 
a dish of cold cuts prettier 
than some parsley. 


This will inaugurate the sum- 
mer season. Now I’m not say- 
ing there aren't occasions when 
a plate of cold cuts doesn’t hit 
the spot, but it certainly can 
be overdone. At the same time 
there are a lot of other cold 
dishes which provide a pleas- 
ant and fitting repast on a hot 
night, and one of them is the 
aspic—in its many forms. 


THIS ONE, for instance: 
Soften two tablespoons of un- 
flavored gelatin in half a cup 


of beer. Heat a cup and a half 
of chicken bouillon. Add the 
gelatin mixture and stir until 
the gelatin is well dissolved. 
Then add a cup of beer and a 
teaspoon of sugar. Stir it up 
and pour one cup of the mix- 
ture into a mold which has 
been rinsed with ice water. 
Chill it until it’s firm, and 
then chill the rest of the gel- 
atin mixture until it just be- 
gins to set. Into this fold a 
cup and a half of cooked, sea- 
soned and cubed white meat of 
chicken, a cup of cooked peas, 
half a cup of diced celery and 
a tablespoon of grated onion. 
Pour this into the mold on top 
of the clear gelatine and chill. 
When it’s ready, unmold it on 
crisp, cold lettuce and serve it 
with plenty of mayonnaise or 
your favorite dressing. 


NOW THAT frozen shrimp 
and lobster are so readily 
availabléy you can turn out 
some dandy summer dishes, 
and all you need is a deft hand 
and a few minutes of your 
time. Not much longer than 
it takes to lay out the cold 
cuts. 

Soften two tablespoons of 
plain gelatin in half a cup of 
cold water. Heat a cup of 
chicken. bouillon to boiling,
